Many CO alarms are now reaching the end
of their useful life and need to be replaced.

What you need to know
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* Chirping \

Signs the CO needs Replacing
Models with digital readouts
“ERR” or “EQ9” or “END”

Alarm sounds even after a brand
new battery was installed.
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* Be aware of the surge of CO detectors that are reaching
this “end of life” stage.

* Help educate residents to Beat the Beep.

* It may be more than the time to replace
batteries, it may be time to replace the
entire alarm.
